Infectious hepatitis is a contagious viral disease that 
attacks the liver. Chief victims are children between five 
and 14 and adults between 20 and 39 years of age. So far 
this year, approximately 80 cases of the disorder have been 
reported in Los Ageles County. 

The disease is fairly common in this country, and about 
50,000 persons are affected 
annually. In general, al¬ 
though it may occur at any 
season, highest number of 
cases are reported during fall 
and winter months. 

The virus that causes in¬ 
fectious hepatitis is present 
in the fecal matter of an in¬ 
fected person and tire fecal- 
orpl is thought to bo the 
chief mode of transmission. 

In other words, contaminated 
hands transmit the viruses 
to food and drink and to ar¬ 
ticles that may bo touched 
or handled by another indi¬ 
vidual. Therefore, tlie disease 
organisms are easily trans¬ 
mitted through contact with 
a person who has or has had 
the disease. 

IT IS KNOWN that a per¬ 
son may harl)or tlie virus 
after recovery from the dis¬ 
ease, or after an attack that 
was so mild as to pass un¬ 
noticed. 

Infectious hepatitis is gen¬ 
erally associated with crowd¬ 
ed and unsanitary conditions 
either in institutions or among 
the lower socioeconomic 
groups. Since the infective 
agents may he carried else¬ 
where from these sources, 
outbreaks of the infection 
are always carefully watched 
by health officials. 

.Symptoms of illness may 
appear somewhat abruptly 
in from two to six weeks af¬ 
ter exposure to the disease. 

During the preicteric stage 
(before .iaundice is evident), 
ft'ver, weakness, nausea and 
abdominal discomfort are 
common while loss of ajipe- 
tite.

Harmony or Discord 

A trumpet, whether blown by a small boy or by anyone who has had no 
training, no practice on making tones on the instrument, can produce a noise 
that is most strident, discordant to the ear and jarring on the nervous system. 
Yet the same trumpet blown by a trained performer, one who practices at it daily, 
emits a tone that is music to the ear and soothing to the senses. The difference is 
a matter of instruction and performance or practice. The chances are that the 
same boy can be trained to make a pleasing tone on the same instrument. 

So it is with lives that are just “blown” instead of being lived according to 
rules given and exemplified in the Bible. They are discordant and out of stride 
with the lives of their fellowmen, however, they can be changed to emit a service 
to humanity, a life with a pleasing “tone.” 

The Church can change one who is leading a harsh, discordant life to a 
serviceable, joyous one and it can help train any life to a pleasing tone instead 
of a grating noise. Its teachings will bring the instructions and trainings everyone 
of us needs.

"An Adventure in Sound” 
depicting progress of sound 
recording and reproduction 
during the pa.st 80 years was 
presented Tuesday before the 
Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club 
by John Holcomb of Pacific 
Telephone who was intro¬ 
duced by Knox Hagar of the 
California Water & Tele¬ 
phone Company. 

During the demonstration, 
the audience heard sound 
transcripts from Alexander 
Beil’s first telephone call, 
Edison’s "talking machine,” 
the Gramaphone, the wax 
disc and the “juke box.” A 
comparison was made be¬ 
tween hi-fidelity, bin-aural 
and stereophonic sound. 

Using the latest electronic 
equipment to reproduce 
stereophonic sound as it was 
recorded by two microphones, 
Holcomb demonstrated such 
sounds as: a train coming 
into a station, a ping-pong 
game, a thunder storm, a 
DC-7 airplane passing over¬ 
head and a music concert.
